Last week, for hundreds of miles along the 
coasts of England and the Low Countries, 
women and children, and men too, cringed 
from an ancient, mindless enemy. The North 
Sea had burst its bonds and was upon the land. 

Riding behind the snow, rain and 100 mph 
winds, the sea struck at night too hard and 
fast to flee. Getting up, Britons opened their 
doors, only to be knocked down by flood. Hol- 
landers heard their first warning in the mourn- 
ful midnight tolling of church bells, when it 
was already too late. The flood bored up the 


Thames estuary engulfing low-lying 
right into the outskirts of London.

THE PRESIDENT'S APPOINTMENTS 


Every pay on the bulletin board in the 
White House press room is posted a neatly 
typewritten bulletin headed THE PRESI- 
pent’s appointments. This week it was 
apparent from the entries on that list and 
from the news that came crackling out of 
the White House that Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower had really taken over as President 
of the U.S. How he would differ from his 
predecessor became abundantly clear from 
enhower’s first actions and decisions. 
The U.S. felt—it was an exciting feeling- 


that the change Eisenhower had said it was 
time for was now a fact. 

The Seventh Fleet was to be freed of its 
assignment of protecting the China main- 
land from Nationalist attack. “Secret” un- 
derstandings (i.e, Yalta) would be repu- 
diated. Europe was reminded firmly but 
frankly that true mutual security demands 
closer cooperation. Wage controls and most 
price controls were abolished.

UPHILL TO AN RONEST DOLLAR 


THE SCHMOOSE 


Remember Al Capp’s Schmoo, the animated 
square meal that “threatened” to end all pov- 
erty and hunger in Li'l Abner's Dogpatch? 
Well, we all know that life copies art; and now 
from New Mexico comes proof again that Al 
Capp is a genuine artist. 

Deane Stahmann of Las Cruces is a big cot- 
ton and pecan planter with a passion for re- 
search, A year ago he got curious about the 
feeding habits of geese. He found that their 
favorite dict is the very same weeds and grasses 
that plague the average Southwestern cotton 
farmer and force him to hire so many hoe 
hands, Some farmers had already tried running 
geese among the cotton, Stahmann tried it in 
a big way: tens of thousands of geese on his 
4,000 irrigated 

Tt worked beyond all dreaming, The geese 
are full-time, costless, superefficient hoe hands, 
fattening themselves, breeding more hoe hands 
and fertilizing the fields in the pro Stah- 
mann’s next step was to revive the market for 
geese. The goose (all of it, not just the liver— 
see pages 73-76) was once a favorite American 
table treat but has been long neglected in favor 
of better-merchandised fowl, Stahmann built 
hatcheries and a slaughtering and processing 
plant which now dresses and freezes 2,000 
geese a day. In order to run these at maximum 
efficiency he found he needed more geese than 
his own acres could furnish. So now he is sell- 
ing goslings to other Southwestern cotton farm- 
ers as hoe hands and buying them back 10 or 
12 weeks later when they are fat and ready for 
slaughter. Thus the farmer gets his hoe hands, 
and Stahmann his geese, approximately gratis. 

It is all so lucrative that Stahmann is now 
contemplating a further development: forget- 
ting the cotton and planting his 4,000 acres 
to weeds and goose grass. We hope he doesn’t. 
Even if he could make more money that way, 
business’s gain would be art's loss. 
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Before the echoes of his State of the Union 
message died away, President Eisenhower 
had begun to fulfill some of his toughest 
campaign promises. In the all-important field 
of federal fiscal and monetary policy, we were 
2 last getting action and candor instead 
of doubletalk, and Executive-Congressional 
teamwork instead of Executive whim. 

Candidate Ike for example in his speech 
at Troy, N.Y., Oct. 22, had promised a 
“planned attack on the spending program of 
our federal government.” Even in the sac- 
rosanct and costly defense program, he had 
|, “I know that savings can be made.” 
He would introduce “businesslike methods.” 
And he would fight inflation at its root with 
sound fiscal and monetary policy instead of 
the “weak stopgaps” of price controls. 

Not only were these promises reasserted 
in the State of the Union message, but im- 
mediately thereafter Budget Director Joseph 
M. Dodge announced a department-by-de- 
partment scrutiny of expenditures. No va- 
cant jobs are to be filled except after the 
most careful measurement of need (annual 
turnover of federal employes is about 500,- 
000 or 20%). All but “clearly essential 
struction programs were ordered cancelled. 
Price and wage controls are being dropped, 


and at least 6,000 federal employees will go 
with them, On the debt management front 


the new Secretary of the Treasury took im- 
mediate steps to reverse the inflation-breed- 
ing easy 'y of the last 20 years. 
Meanwhile Congress was g:ving Ike all the 
cooperation he needed on his new policy. 
After some crossed signals were straightened 
out, it gave him the reorganization power 
he wanted for further administrative econ- 
omies. It also received the Byrd bill, backed 
by the White House and 46 senators of both 
parties, which can recapture for Congress 
some of its long-lost control over the budget. 
(This reform, providing a single appropria- 
tion bill and continuous liaison with the 
Treasury, would enable Congress to know 
at any moment whether it was voting the 
country into the red.) And the Senate, after 
its musta educational imbroglio with Mr. 
C. E. Wilson, confirmed Ike's slate of top- 
grade businessmen who are to locate the 
aste and duplication” in the defense pro- 
gram, where two thirds of our taxes go.

No tax cut yet 


Alll this adds up to a significant beginning 
of the “change” for which U.S. citizens 
voted. They had ceased to believe that the 
Democratic level of taxes was necessary. that 
government spending was irreducible. that 
inflation was inevitable. As Ike said at Troy, 
“Tt is not too late to go back to the simple 
truth that honesty is the best policy.” 

Fiscal honesty is not to be confused with 
a swing to the Right—or to any dogmatic 
economic position. Ike’s middle-of-the-road 
philosophy leaves him free to meet any real 


emergency, whether of more war or less pros- 
perity. But the new honesty also involves the 
absence of wild promises. “To meet and cor- 
rect this situation will not be easy,” said Ike 
perhaps the understatement of the year. 

The greatest danger he faces is that one 
of the chief objectives of the new policy 
tax reduction—should come prematurely, 
The Chairman of the House Ways and Means. 
Committee, Dan Reed of New York state, 
wants to cut taxes before economies to bal- 
ance the budget with lower revenues can be 
assured. He thinks the lower revenues would 
force the economies. This is the obverse of 
Harry Truman’s system of asking for reve- 
nues to mateh his overgenerous spending. 
To be out on either limb is to be perilously 
equidistant from the trunk. 

Ike’s position, the correct one, is that 
economies should come before tax cuts, since 
a deficit at present high levels of employ- 
ment means more inflation. In this he has 
the firm backing of Joe Martin's leadership in 
the House, and of both the leadership and 
the sentiment of the Senate. The House, 
eyeing next year’s election, would probably 
pass Reed’s tax cut tomorrow if it could vote 
on it. Fortunately it probably won't get the 
chance. For the next few months Congress 
will be more constructively engaged in cut- 
ting Harry Truman’s °53~'54 budget. 

And how will that job go? Can a nearly 
$10 billion deficit be economized away? Ex- 
perts like Senator Byrd think it can—enough 
to justify a tax cut in ’54. If strong White 
House leadership and the majority will of 
Congress can ever balance a budget, this one 
should balance. 


Fiscal Politics 


None of the hard tests ahead can mar the 
solid fact of the transitional achievements 
to date. Certainly there is no warrant for 
the calamity howling of some newspaper cal- 
umnists, who declared Ike's political honey- 
moon over before it even began. Since fiscal 
honesty requires great political self-disci- 
pline, especially when taxes are onerous, 
Tke’s critics are looking in the right place for 
the first signs of a rupture between White 
House and Congress. But they are wrong in 
thinking they can see such signs yet. 

If he can balance this budget, the politics 
of fiscal policy should thereafter run in Ike's 
favor. An old 11% hike in the personal in- 
come tax, now in effect, expires automatical- 
ly at this year’s end, which will bring con- 
venient relief from the standpoint of a Re- 
publican victory in °54. But there is also the 
larger politics of maintaining a sound and 
honest dollar at a time when it underpins 
the whole free world. To achieve that ought 
to generate a certain pride and gratitude to 
Ike among responsible taxpayers and pres- 
sure groups alike; and it can be achieved if 
they support him in his uphill fight with 
their patience and understanding now.

Dulles tours Europe to promote defense treaty 
and captain docks ‘Queen Mary’ without a tug 


In his flying tour last week Secretary of State John Foster Dulles 
stopped off in Rome, Paris, London, Bonn and The Hague to empha- 
size the key points of the new administration's European policy: 
1) the U.S, has no intention of deserting Western Europe but must 
have assurances that dollars are not being spent in vain; 2) West Ger- 
many must be a part of any European Defense Community; 3) Eng- 
land cannot stand completely aloof from continental military plans; 
4) the U.S. insists that before the April 23 meeting of the NATO 
Council there be “substantial and concrete progress” toward ratifica- 
tion of the Defense Community treaty. 

Dulles’ visit seemed to be getting results. The British Foreign Office 
announced a detailed plan for “close military association” with the 
European Army. West German Chancellor Adenauer’s positi 
strengthened by the Dulles talks, even though the powerful 
party was not won over to the treaty. In France where Ind 
mitments, fear of a rearmed Germany and the confused pc 
tion all hamper treaty ratification, the government promised to take 
every possible step to hasten the long legislative process.

Man who built a $5 million business turns it all over to Seventh Day Adventists 


THE PLANT, begun in 1913, 


had a sawmill added in 1916, profited every year 
except 1932 and grew until with sheds and log storage pond it takes up 40 acres. 


The 400 employes of the Harris Pine Mills, Inc. at Pendleton, Ore., which 
manufactures unpainted furniture, have always known their boss was « 
devout member of the Seventh Day Adventist church, They knew he 
faithfully fulfilled and even exceeded the sect’s obligation of tithing 
(giving one tenth of all income to the church). Because of his belief 
they had long since grown accustomed to keeping the Adventist Sabbath 
which falls on Saturday. Last month on a Sunday noon—a workday— 
they were summoned to lay aside their tools and assemble to hear Clyde 
H. Harris state the full measure of his faith. He told them that he had 
just given his entire $5 million business to his church. 

Behind the gift, which included plants in Ilinois, Texas and Virginia, 
50,000 acres of timberland and the logging rights on 100,000 acres of 
USS. forest, was Harris’ conviction that he “owed our prosperity to the 
Lord’s protecting hand.” Recalling that he had started with a three-man 
box factory in 1913, Harris said he had grown into “the world’s largest 
unfinished furniture maker” because “every time I came to a blank wall 
the Lord opened an avenue of escape.” Thenceforth, he told his men, 
they would be working for the church. As for himself, he expected to “fish 
and read the Bible,” secure in the knowledge that "I have used the talents 
entrusted to me and have returned them, with interest, into God’s work.”

Lazy men got some authoritative support recent- 
ly when two physiology professors concluded that 
shoveling snow for 10 minutes is harder on the heart 
than running up 61 flights of stairs. They may get a 
good deal more comfort out of a new automatic shov- 
ler that picks up snow from the sidewalk, tosses it 
15 feet away while the operator sits snug inside his 
living room pushing three small buttons (above). 
The shoveling machine is a Reo Motors’ version of 


its remote-control grass-cutter (“Lazy Man’s Mow- 
er,” Lire, June 26, 1950). Like the mower, it has 
a 1i-hp motor and is steered by radio. When the 
switches are pressed in the living room, radio signals 
are beamed to the machine, picked up by its cone- 
shaped antenna and fed to electric relays which start, 
stop or turn the plow. But while the plow looks like 
man’s best foul-weather friend, it may never go on 
the market. Reason: it would have to sell for $1,000.

OFFICER AND SQUIRE 


For a young man of good family the Brigade of 
Guards is sometimes a sort of glamorous finish- 
ing school where, as an officer, he can spend 
a few man-about-town years in London before 
retiring to the lofty life of a country squire. 
Guards officers do lead glamorous lives in their 
private clubs and their Chelsea flats, but for- 
tunately for the Brigade, most of the officers 
are anything but dandies. 

For Archibald Tan Douglas Fletcher, service 
in the Brigade of Guards is a lifetime career. 
In 11 years as a Scots Guards officer he has 
had his share of London duty, but he has 
also fought in Normandy and Germany, served 
Palestine and Tripoli and hunted Commu- 
nist bandits in the jungles of Malaya. At 29, 
he is a major and has been selected to attend 
special courses in advanced infantry tactics. 
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When he is stationed in London, Archie 
Fletcher leads a pleasant life with his fellow 
officers, but it is a life hedged about with re- 
strictions. By unwritten tradition his civilian 
clothes (‘“mufti” to the rest of the army, but 
“plain clothes” to the Guards) consist of dark 
suits, black shoes, a bowler and an impeccably 
furled umbrella.

How the *5 Day changed the 


AcK in the days of the sixty-hour week, 
B most workers walked home on tired legs. 
‘The average day's pay in industry generally 
was $1.75. 

Times were poor, late in 1913. Many in- 
dustries were in depression. Then on New 
Year’s morning, 1914, Henry Ford called his 
executives together in a room in the Highland 
Park plant. For years Ford had figured out 
sums and engine sketches on wood shingles 
that he picked up in the shop—but now there 
was a big improvement: a large blackboard 
hung on one wall. 

He wrote on the board the Ford wage 
standards: minimum pay of $2.34 for a nine- 
hour day. He tossed down the chalk and said: 
“Figure out how much more we can give 
our men,” 

The Ford executives worked all day, cau- 
tiously adding 25¢ an hour, and then another 
25¢, Every so often Ford walked back in, said: 
“Not enough,” and walked out. Finally they 
had doubled the basic pay—up to $4.80 a day. 


One man snapped: “Why don’t you make 
it $5 a day and bust the company right?” 

“Fine,” said Henry Ford. “We'll do that.” 
The Master Mechanic of Detroit was not 
being foolishly generous. He had a solid 
philosophy which he wanted to dramatize. 
He believed that men did better work in 
shorter hours; he believed that if they had 
more money they could buy more things, and 
one of the things they were sure to buy was 
an automobile. History shows his intelligent 
selfishness paid off. 

The news broke on the morning of January 6 
—and the working-man’s world was changed 
forever. The new minimum wage, “even for 
the worker who sweeps the floor” would be $5. 
a day; and for the first time in history the 
working-day was to be fixed at eight hours. 

This was thunderbolt news—one of the 
great news stories of all time, That very day 
workmen all over the United States kissed 
their wives good-bye and promised to send 
for them. Cottonpickers headed north from 


Alabama; Serbians rushed to apply for Amer- 
ican passports, Germans headed for the boat- 
docks in Hamburg. 

Most newspaper editors thought Henry Ford 
was crazy. 

He had “upset the whole social structure”; 
he “would be broke in a year.” Cartoonists 
showed factorysweepersin furcoatsand cigars, 
descending majestically {rom chauffeur-driven 
limousines to pick up their brooms. Clergy- 
men around the world blessed Henry Ford. 

This bold stroke gave a great push to the 
emancipation of the American workingman 
from the old Nineteenth Century ideas, The 
$5 Day was truly one of the great milestones 
on the American Road—the fifty-year-long 
pathway down which we have come from the

“YOUR GUNS 
GO WITH YOU’ 


In the Africa of Mau Mau terror a writer on safari 


finds you need a weapon even when you take a bath 


by Rospert RUARK 


IS very quiet and peaceful here in 
Kenya’s northern frontier, where we have 
set up our hunting camp. This is a vast, 

sunscorched desertland inhabited mostly by 
elephant, rhino and a few nomadic herdsmen 
whose first concern is water. It is angry- 
looking land, its bright red earth crisscrossed 
by dry, sand river beds and shockingly ac- 
cented by carelessly strewn casual hills, 
buttes, mountains and peaks. 

A group of Samburu herdsmen are camped 
half a mile or so up the road from our camp. 
They are an offshoot of the Masai tribe, cor- 
rupted possibly by interbreeding with the 
Somali, the Rendille or a touch of the Tur- 
kana. They are fierce-looking, tall men who 
go naked under a toga, who smear their faces 
and bodies with red ocher, who never move 
without the long spear of the moran (warrior) 
and who wear the simi, or short sword, stuck 
into their girdles. There are perhaps 20 of 
these moran watching me write. Some are 
standing on one leg, stork fashion, and lean- 
ing on their spears. Others are squatting on 
their hunkers, with the spears stuck butt- 
end first into the ground. 

My pistol is in the sleeping tent—I sup- 
pose. [ haven’t thought about it for a week. 
There are about a dozen rifles, two shotguns 
and two more pistols, as well as a thousand 
rounds of assorted ammunition, somewhere 
about the camp. I imagine that Chalo and 
Matheke, the gunbearers, know where the 
stuff is. Up here on the northern frontier one 
can be casual about firearms and natives. Up 
here the natives still think it is the noise that 
kills. Nobody is apt to pinch a gun off you 
for the purpose of shooting you with it. This 
is the Kenya of the Masai and the Wakamba 
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and the Nandi and the Rendille and the Ka- 
virondo and the Samburu and the Turkana 
and Boran. 

In other words, this is not Kikuyu coun- 
try, Mau Mau country. Here there is no fear 
and murder and brutality, no locked doors 
and barred windows, no vigilantes and coun- 
terviolence, no suspicion and hate and ten- 
sion. This is not Nairobi or Nyeri or Nakuru 
or Thomson’s Falls or Kinangop. They are 
in the country of the Kikuyu tribe—Mau 
Mau country. There a housewife goes to mar- 
ket with a pistol strapped around her waist. 
There you put the pistol in the soap tray 
when you take a bath, because you remem- 
ber that Eric Bowyer of Kinangop was 
chopped up while bathing. 

In the Kikuyu country your guns go with 
you wherever you go. In the daytime your 
pistol is around your waist or in your hand 
or by your plate. At night it is under your 
pillow. You know where your rifles are too. 
They. attend the cocktail party with you, 
or rest against the hearth at dinnertime, 
or go with you to church, or are stoutly 
locked away. That is because you cannot 
afford to lose a pistol or a rifle. If you lose 
one or have one stolen you are heavily fined 
or go to jail. 

Mau Mau land today is a strip of high 
Kenya farmland, where one shoots intruders 
without question after dark, and any native 
(police excepted) possessing a gun, at any 
time, or a simi or a panga—a two-foot bush- 
knife—after dark is a candidate for immedi- 
ate death. In Mau Mau land reserve police 
patrols cover the countryside and check 
nightly on the safety of the farmhouses. In 
Mau Mau land no Kikuyu tribesman is above

suspicion, even if he has been your “head- 
boy” for 20 years. 

There often-is no way to be sure that a 
servant is not a member of the secret terror- 
ist society. The news may come some dark 
night when he opens the door to his fellow 
Mau Mau, who will chop you into small bits 
th simis and pangas. Many people are un- 
willing to serve as guinea pigs in this sort of 
experiment in loyalty. Tf you keep Kikuyu 
on your premises you are inviting murder. 
As a result thousands of non-Mau Mau Kiku- 
yu are beginning to suffer for the bloody sins 
of their brethren. They are being dismissed 
from jobs or packed off to the reservations, a

He tells himself that Mau Mau will be stamped out as soon as 
the government and the people hit on the most practical method. 

But he looks toward the morrow as embraced by a wave of dark 
nationalism everywhere, and he feels that the white man’s day 
of minority rule over many is doomed. He tells himself he 
fight, and maybe win, but he already has lost the security for 
which he shortened his life in the battle with the land. In less than 
a year, chaos has been created in Kenya by the secret societ 
Mau Mau, which has sowed a bumper crop of fear on Keny 
green slopes. 

To me the scene in Kenya today seems remarkably similar to 
what we experienced in the U.S. during our colonization processes, 
when the side arm was part of dress, and women took rifles to the 
fields with them. But we killed off most of our Sioux and Apache, 
our Cherokees and Creeks and penned the rest in small reser 
and said, briefly, “Lo, the poor Indian—what there is left of him. 
In our days the only good Injun was a dead Injun, and the red 
man was listed as a varment. The difference today in Kenya is 
that it would be rather difficult, not to say unjust, to kill off a 
million Kikuyu on suspicion alone. It certainly would cause some 
unrest among the other four million natives, some displeasure 
in the U.N. Assembly and high glee in Russia. The Kenyan cannot 
deal so summarily with the mass as we dealt bluntly and brutally 
with our aboriginals. 

The native in British East Africa has been a special ward of the 
Crown. His lands are protec! cted by the Crown, his rights at law are 
protected by the Crown. There is therefore a cleavage i in opinion 
as to how to solve the Mau Mau question. The more ebullient 
farmers are for declaring a state of rebellion and hanging the lot— 
apart, of course, from those who are shot fleeing arrest. But a 
million Kikuyu would be fairly hard to hang. Government quite 
frankly doesn’t know what it wants. It has sent the cheeked 
youths of the Lancashire Fusiliers out from the Suez Canal Zone 
to protect the settlers. It has allowed the organization of several 
preventive measures, such as the Kenya Police Reserves, the or- 
ganized native resistance, an intelligence force and occasional 
special task groups for the hunting down of Mau Mau in particu- 
larly virulent areas like the Aberdare Mountains around Thom- 
son’s Falls, Nanyuki and Nyeri. 

At the moment Jomo Kenyatta, the front man and accused 
head oath giver of the Mau Mau, is in the midst of a long and 
windy trial, together with five associates, which has already | been 
interrupted once by a separate contempt of court action. Kenyatta 
and cohorts are being charged literally with operating and manag- 
ing an illegal society. Conviction on these charges would be a wrist 
slap. At the same time Michael Blundell, leader of the European 
Elected Members of the Kenya Legislative Council, has success- 
fully wrought a bill to make the act of administering the Mau 
Mau oath subject to the death penalty. 

The Kenya government is taking a long chance in another re- 
sistance effort. The good Injuns have been called in to fight the 
bad Injuns. I went down to Nyeri the other day to pay a call on 
Muhoyo, the Kikuyu chieftain who is one of the leaders of the 
resistance. The Provincial Commissioner, Edward Windley. told

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me that Muhoyo was up in the mountains leading a sweep against 
an entrenched force of Kikuyu who were hiding out in the Aber- 
dares. The Athigani under Muhoyo are armed with spears, bows 
and arrows and an occasional single-barreled shotgun. They were 
effecting a pincer. movement, backed on the other side by 100 
Masai moran armed with the spears which they use so beautifully. 
‘The crusher was supposed to drive the fugitive Mau Mau into the 
waiting arms of the Lancashire Fusiliers and the organized police 
and police reserve. 

At this time the native resistance force numbered 2,300 men at 
Nyeri, 1,600 at Kiambu, 1,080 at Meru and 1,380 at Fort Hall. The 
moran, the proud warriors of the Masai who once dominated Ken- 
ya with their spears, have offered some 3,000 spears if the govern- 
ment needs a blood-letting. Nothing would please the Masai more 
than to go out in a group and skewer a few ‘Kukes.” It would be 
just like the good old days, when the moran raided and dipped 
their spears into all but the young girls and babies. Unofficially 
the government is quite worried as to the possibilities of creating 
a new and different blaze if it fights fire too successfully with fire. 
If the other tribes and the loyal Kikuyu get into the act with 
heavy success, there are some who wonder if this sort of achieve- 
ment might not go to the heads of the resistance fighters, possibly 
encouraging them to start a holy war of their own which would 
make the isolated terrorism of Mau Mau look puny. Right now 
some Kenya officials figure it’s a chance they've got to take, bet- 
ting against the permanence of blood lust roused amongst the 
resisters. 

It is the tacit opinion of many leading Europeans in Kenya that 
mass warfare is not the answer to stamping out the Mau Mau, 
They have lately launched an intelligence operation designed to 
correlate information with an eye to hunting down ringleaders— 
oath administrators in particular. Something of this sort was ef- 
fected in the late fall after a series of horribly bloody murders had 
roused the countryside. Special small task forces composed of 
police, police reserve, intelligence personnel and professional white 
hunters went up into the hills to track down known Mau Mau, 
with considerable success. They snared quite a decent bag. Some 
were unfortunately shot resisting arrest. Friends of mine, on spe- 
cial duty, managed to find eight fairly high Mau Mau straw bosses 
in solemn conference, which wa: abruptly terminated by Sten 
guns. Others, hunted down and captured, were induced to unbur- 
den their souls of considerable information, leading to the capture 
of still others. 


A gunbearer qualifies for Mau Mau 


OMETIMES the discovery of a Mau Mau in your midst turns 
out rather sardonically. For instance, Andrew Holmberg, 
one of the hunters on my safari, is short his best gunbearer, a man 
he'd known for 18 years. Njuguna was a fine shot and a magnifi- 
cent tracker, a superb hunter and companion in the field. But 
when Njuguna was found to be a leading practitioner of the Mau 
Mau specialty, and an oath administrator to boot, they had to clap 
him into jail pending trial. He was put in jail for the simple reason 
that, apart from his eminence in Mau Mau, all of the attributes 
which made the man a fine gunbearer also qualified him for the 
taking of Andy’s head and weapons—heads and weapons ranking 
in that order as the most valuable things a Mau Mau can contrib- 
ute to his cause. 
Another hunter, Miles Turner, was something more than 
shocked to find that his lorry driver was No. 27 on the Mau Mau 
leader list, and was the chief recruiter for the Nanyuki district. 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer was also surprised to discover that a num- 
ber of their lorry drivers, engaged in logistics for the film Mogambo, 
were Mau Mau members. A surprise raid on the M-G-M convoy 
left several of the heavy trucks sitting helplessly, driverless, by 
the side of the road. 

We have had to fire all the Kikuyu but one from our safari gang 
of boys for a charmingly simple reason. My hunters are Harry 
Selby of Nanyuki and Andrew Holmberg of Thomson's Fall: 
Since both have been very active in counter-Mau Mau operation: 
both rank rather high on the Mau Mau list for extinction. In Nai- 
robi, tremendous interest was evoked in the destination and time 
of departure of our safari. All the Kikuyu cabbies seemed vitally 
concerned with our welfare, as did waiters, room boys and others. 
(One of my boys at the hotel got his head chopped the night after 
we left, possibly for being uncooperative.) 

No greater prize could be set before the Mau Mau council than 
the heads of Messrs. Selby, Holmberg, Ruark and Kronfeld, plus 
their equipment of guns, ammunition and vehicles. Ruark and

Chester Kronfeld (who took most of the pictures for this story) 
have no special significance except that we are classified as Euro- 
peans, which categorizes us as varments who can be slain without 
license. Part of the Mau Mau oath deals with the separation of 
European heads from European shoulders as the classic example 
of exemplary conduct in the field. We do not fret about Chege, 
our Kikuyu lorry driver, besause Chege is a very decent type. De- 
cent types in recent murders have generally opened the back doors 
for their not-so-decent friends, but Chege is surrounded by a 
bristling array of filed-toothed Wakambas, plus some Masai and 
Swahili boys, and we are well out of Mau Mau territory, Even if 
my friend Chege were the No, 2 Mau Mau—and he might be, be- 
cause it is impossible to tell by appearance or personalit: 
would not get very far with our heads while still keeping his own. 
The Wakamba would heartily disapprove. | keep hoping Chege 
isn’t a Mau Mau, because he is my wife's birdshooting companion 
of old and they will spend an awful lot of time out in the bush 
when Mrs. R. arrives shortly. 

One is apt to joke a little about Mickey Mice, but it is a fact 
that in most of the murders of whites the job has been arranged 
inside, generally by a trusted servant of vintage employment. 
too, the murders have been senseless, since those chosen 
for mutilation have been gentle people with long records of kind 
administration of their own and other blacks. The classic case was 
the murder of Jock Mieklejohn and the horrid mutilation of his 
a doctor who was known for her selfless devotion to the 
natives around the Thomson’s Falls area. They slashed Miekle- 
john to death with pangas and left Mrs. Mieklejohn, bleeding and 
unconscious, for dead. The house resembled an abattoir. The job 
was fingered by servants, who are on trial for murder. 

Similarly Richard Bingley and C. H. Ferguson, two kindly farm- 
ers who were hacked in their home New Year's night a few miles 
from where our camp was then situated, were put to the panga for 
no real reason except that they were more or less available men 
who couldn't see harm in their Kikuyus. In the holiday week, 
when the Mau Mau promised 12 heads (native or white) to cele- 
brate the Yule, and were pettish at having only produced 11 before 
New Year's, another gentleman around Thomson’s Falls played 
into luck. He got drunk a couple of nights running, was forced to 
stay at a hotel, and thereby saved his skull. The Mau Mau came to 
call and found him absent. Local wags said a panga might have 
rendered him a less hurtful head. 

But there is often a kickback, even to Mau Mau plans. Two lady 
friends of mine named Kitty Hesselberger and Dorothy Raynes- 
Simson, who live at a lovely farm high atop a lush green hill out- 
side of Naro-Moru, rather conclusively dampened the festive feel- 
ing among the Mau Mau of the Nyeri area, Dot and Kitty—Dot 
tall and slim, a short, blond, determined lady—were sitting 
in their big living room among the homely treasures of many 
years in Africa. There is a big lion that Kitty Hesselberger’s hus- 
band shot 40 years ago in Abyssinia. The lion covers one end of 
the comfortable, easy living room.

It was 9 o’clock when Kitty got up from her chair to walk five 
feet to the table to crack a nut.

Guns ahead of neckties 


T is necessary to get the feel of the end product of Mau Mau be- 

fore one attempts to assay it or explain it. You can get it ina 
city like Nanyuki when you see a lady shopping in an Indian mar- 
ket. She has three little blond girls with her, each in upturned, 
round schoolchild hats. The lady, buying cabbage and tinned goods, 
wears knife-creased slacks. Her pistol holster matches her general 
costume. You can feel it in the countryside where you see simple 
farmhouses guarded day and night by armed men. It can be had by 
attending a cocktail party or stopping for the first sundowner in a 
pub. The ladies have matching accessories—shoes, handbags and 
pistol holsters. The gentlemen rest their guns within reach before 
they order gin and French, or hitch their pistol holsters more com- 
fortably to fit the bar stool. When we are in Nyeri or Thomson’s 
Falls, I put on a gun before I tie a necktie. 

It is possible to get the feel of Mau Mau even at our northern 
camp. You have only to switch on the wireless every night to hear 
a new tale of shooting, pillaging, cruelty and brutality—brutality 
of black to black, of black to white, of white to black and of black to 
animals. The Mau Mau makes great use of highly contrived sadism. 
Their favorite symbol is a dead animal, hacked horribly, disem- 
bowled and stuck upside down on sticks, or crippled and left to suffer.

What is it? It is ostensibly a reign of terror inspired to drive 
the white man out of Kenya. That is its declared aim. It is imple- 
mented by many innocents at the direction of an evil few. 

Tam convinced that its prime exponent, Jomo Kenyatta, is by no 
means his own man. He was educated abroad, boasis of spending 
several years in Moscow, is married to a white woman, and is a 
highly intelligent fellow. Mau Mau’s top leaders are unknown, but 
they have cunningly exploited the grievances of many simple, mis.

“Christmas Greetings from Kenya, to: The Africans Communist 
United. The Africans Government the truth. 

“We are now reaching the place of having our self-government 
because when the Europeans was not present in this country, were 
keeped goats, cows and gardening but in the time we are very angry 
for Europeans to give the Africans much disturbing and to’ aim us 
with guns as a target mind you we are the human beings. Euro- 
peans are stagers [strangers] in this country no doubt we say in 
south this is the Africans Country. The Kenya Europeans govern 
ment has no United Nations Charter. We leaved Athalita Hill 
and other crowds are leaving Mega Abyssinian boundry we are 
ready to reach in every direction in Africa. We waid to by visited 
by everyone who wanted us, who goes after a person does not 
miss him, 

“We are wanting a dozen of heads for the Christmas of this 
Month. We are the Africans Communist Unit.” 

A childish letter, to be sure. But on New Year's Day they had 
11 heads. Twenty-four hours later, with Ferguson and Bingley (the 
fourth and fifth white victims), they were over the quota. Since 
then there is no way of telling how many natives have been slain. 
Decomposed bodies are dug up nearly every day. Usually the bodies 
lack heads. 

‘The Mau Mau initiation is pure voodoo. Two bent branches form 
the basis for a rude arch, It is covered with banana leaves and two 
sheep’s eyes are stuck to the structure by thorns. The oath admin- 
istrator is at one end of the structure and the neophyte crawls in 
the other side. The big oath is sworn to, and then the administrator 
breaks out the beer and they have a party. The oath runs roughly as 
follows: “If I am told to bring in the head of a European, I will do 
so, or this oath will kill me. 

“If I see anyone stealing anything from a European, I will say 
nothing, or this oath will kill me.

“At all times, I will say that all land belongs to the Kikuyu, or 
this oath will kill me. 

“J will not send my children to government schools, or this 
oath will kill me. 

“T will not send my children to mission schools, or this oath 
will kill me. 

“If Lam called on to rescue Jomo Kenyatta, | will do so, or this 
oath will kill me.” 

The power of this oath on the superstitious individual is almost 
incomprehensible, Once sworn, the man is so bound that his brav- 
'y under duress is immeasurable. Pressures, some of which I am 
ld are quite unpleasant, have been exerted on members in an 
effort to get at key men in the Mau Mau organization. Some will 
die rather than talk. The remainder largely tell lies. 

"But they are plenty brave,” one East African told me. “You 
have to give ’em that. Once they’ve sworn, all the old mumbo jum- 
bo takes over and they will put up with anything rather than talk.” 

The reign of horror has not, however, gone according to plan. 
Originally, I have heard, there was to have been a “Night of the 
Long Knives,” heralded by “the sounding of the reed-buck’s horn,” 
at which time chosen Europeans were to be killed all over Kikuyu 
territory. Some of the bloodier-minded bucks got out of hand, and 
jumped the gun on the Big Plot. There were cattle slashings, and 
then murders, and by now there have been about 180 murders 
(eight whites) but no big “Night of the Long Knives.” The Mau 
Mau organization apparently cannot control individual enterprise. 

Most of the at have been Kikuyu against Kikuyu, as a 
recruiting device, Several suicides have resulted among the na- 
tives, where individuals have hanged themselves rather than sub- 
mit to torture. Three chiefs have been slain. 

Chief Hinga, a resistance leader, was shot at Limuru, being 
wounded in the hand and mouth, in early January. He was taken to 
a hospital, and was followed by an assassin in a common taxicab. 
‘The killer told the cab to wait, entered the hospital, shot and killed 
Hinga and buzzed off in the cab. He has not been caught yet. 

Chief Waruhiu, senior chief in Kiambu, was coldly shot in his 
var by a hired gunman. Chief Nderi, senior chief at Nyeri, was 
hacked to bits by pangas. Accompanied by three aides, Nderi re- 
fused to wait for further reinforcements before he tackled a Mau 
meeting. They chopped up Nderi and cut two of his aides 
into small pieces. 

In the Nyeri-Thomson’s Falls area the Mau Mau have recently 
taken to potting at people as they pass in autos, without much

When they take on a house, they 
crush, rip, burn, break and defile every single item that is ruinable. 

Despite this savagery, it is safe to say that the Mau Mau will not 
chase the white man out of Africa, unless the movement spreads 
to the other tribes, joining up with racial strife to the south and 
all the way north. In Kenya the settlers will continue to fight, 
either as individuals or in groups, until they are killed. They feel 
the land is theirs, and that they bought it by painful effort. Wheth- 
er Mau Mau spreads, whether it will be stamped out, how it all will 
end, nobody can say. The natives have an expression for it: shauri 
a Mungu—it’s God's business” from now on.
